WILL BE REDUCED 


Senate Votes to Fix Rate at 
$1.50 Per Thousand, Divid- 
ing House Reduction 
from Dingley Law. 


FIGHT DUE IN COMMITTEE 


Party Lines Forgotten to Follow 
Aldrich, Only Ten Democrats 
Sticking to Platform 
Pledge,

Washington, D. C., June Z.—[Special.}~ 
There is bound to be a lower rate on lumber 
now, the senate having voted this afternoon 
to fix a duty of $1.50 per thousand on rough 
lumber not planed or finished. The house 
rate was $1,s0 that when theconferees come 
to «mn agreement, this basic duty on sawed 
boards will not be lower than $1, or more 
than $150. All hope of free lumber has dis- 
appeared, if anybody ever had any, and the 
Dingley rates cannot be restored without 
upsetting the whole tariff scheme. 
This increase over the house rate on lum- 
ber was made only by a remarkable breaking 
up of all party lines in the senate. The test 
came on an amendment proposed by Mr. 
McCumber, who comes from a treeless state, 
to restore the house rate of $1 a thousand on 
rough lumber. This was beaten by a decisive 
vote of 44to 24. The committee amendment 
latér was passed, 50 to 28. 
Eight Democrats voted with Mr. Aldrich for 
the $1.50 rate, and fourteen Republicans— 
Beveridge, Bristow, Brown, Burkett, Burton, 
Carter, Clapp, Crawford, Cummins, Curtis, 
Gamble, La Follette, McCumber, and Nel- 
son—joined with ten Democrats in voting 
for the reduction. It will thus be seen that 
there were more Republicans than Demo- 
crats who voted for the lower rate, in spite 
of the declaration in the Democratic plat- 
form. 


Aldrich Deal Fixes Rates. 

There is every evidence that a vote In the 
senate which proposes to cut down the Ding- 
ley rate on lumber only 50 cents per thou- 
sand was reached by a hard and fast combi- 
nation skillfully engineered by Mr. Aldrich 
himself. All the New England, New York, 
and Pennsylvania senators voted for the 
higher rate in return for the votes which 
had been given by other Republicans and 
some Democrats to keep up the tariff basis 
onthe New England products of cotton, 
wool, silk, and flax. 

Moreover the vote was so heavy against 
dollar lumber that the senate will be more 
than likely to hold out in the conference com- 
mittee for the increaséd rate. The result will 
be a hard fight between the two houses of 
congress, an en schedule will be 
one of the things which may possibly delay 
the agreement for a long time. 

The tariff rates on lumber are not as com- 
plicated as they appear to be to many out- 
siders. The basis of the whole schedule is the 
common rough sawed lumber of pine which 
has not been planed or finished in any way. 
Long ago the rate on this was $1 per thou- 
sand. 


Dingley Rates Surprised People. 


When the Dingley law was in process of 
construction a sudden effort was made to 
protect the lumber which had been languish- 
ing under the free trade policy Of the Demo- 
crats. The result, was dwWuty of $2 per thou- 
sand, which was almost double what the 
people had been expecting. 

That was not prohibitory and a good deal 
of lumber has come into this country. The 
imports in the fiscal year of 1907 were valued 
at $14.623,256. The lumber men naturally took 
the ground that it was unfair to cut down 
their protection at all because it amounted 
to less than 12 per cent, which was ex tremely 
small as compared with the enormous rates 
levied on the products of the New England 
mills. 

After a long fight in the house it was de- 
cided to cut the Dingley rate in two, and the 
duty on rough boards of $1 per thousand 
féet was fixed upon. The senate has in- 
cfeased this 50 per cent and made the rate 
$1.50. This.duty on rough lumber carries 
with it the rates on finished boards. 

The senate schedules provide that a board 
which is finished on one side shall pay $2 
per thousand, on two $2.25, and three sides 
£275. and on four sides $3. This is a reduc- 
tion of approximately 25 per cent from the 
Dingley rates and about the same amount 


more than the house rates. 


Usual Joker Is Slipped In. 


As was to be expected, this is the usual 
joker. In the old days, with much more 
primitive machinery, planing mills were, 
compelled to put a board through every time 
it was dressed on either side or edge, whether 
plainly or by means of a tongue and groove. 
It was necessary, therefore; to fix a series 
of differentials so as to protect the planing 
Mills, for otherwise the importations would 
be entirely of finished lumber and not in the 
rough. 

Nowadays, and for a long time past, the 
modern planing mills have had machinery 
which will finish a board on all four sides at 
the same time. There is no extra process 
which would justify the additional rate of 
duty. The result is that the tariff on the fin- 
ished lumber is excessive, while that on

Although Haase denies that he had any- 
thing to do with the ‘‘plot,’’ he admitted 
that he was but a short distance away when 
Detective Philip Heinreich of the Sheffield 
avenue station sprang out from behind a 
wagon at Grand avenue and Desplaines 
street and fired at young Berendt. The youth 
fled in terror as the second shot struck 
Berendt, and only a short time later he was 
captured. 


Boy’s Deathbed Story. 

On his death bed in the hospital, surrounded 
by Mr. Grossfeld, the Rev. Fathér O’Brien 
of the Holy Name cathedral, Police Inspector 
Healy, and several nurses, Rudolph, who 
lived with his mother at 434 Lincoln street, 
told a story of the attempt to “ realize a for- 
tune without much trouble.” Occasionally 
he faltered and requested that water be 
brought to him. 

‘It is only a short story,’ he whispered to 
Acting Chief Schuettler, who joined the little 
group before Rudolph lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. “‘I thought I could get away 
with the money, for I had read of others do- 
ing it, and I believed that I was about as 
smart as any of them. 

‘‘T don't know what my mother will think, 
for only a few months ago I made my first 
communion, but, after all, my cousin Alfred 
was to blame. 

‘‘ Mr. Grossfeld, I am sorry for what I have 
done,”’ he continued, reaching out his hand 
to where the intended victim stood, ‘‘ but of 
course you will forgive me now. Iamyoung 
to die, they tell me, and just think, I am only 
14 years old. I tried to get that $15,000, but 
It was Alfred who wrote the letter and tele- 
phoned to you. Alfred made me do this, and 
don’t forget that he has a loaded revolver. 
He lives with his father and mother at 33 
Grand avenue. 

“J wish that I could live for my mother’s 
sake, for she will need me. I am almost too 
young to die. Good-by.” 


Letter Signed “Black Hand.” 
According to Mr. Grossfeld, who is a mem- 
ber of the firm of Grossfeld & Roe, wholesale 
grocers, 185 West Randolph street, and lives 
at 42 St. James place, the first letter was 
received a week ago last Monday. It was 
signed ‘“‘ The Black Hand,’ and was turned 
over to Capt. P. D. O’Brien of detective 
headquarters. Several telephone calls were 
received .later, and yesterday morning a 
threat was sent over the wire to “ be pre- 
pared for something terrible.” 

A second call was telephoned to the resi- 
dence in the afternoon with instructions to 
leave two bundles unler the viaduct at Des- 
plaines street and Grand avenue. 

“JT will meet you at that point,”’ said the 
voice over the wire, “‘ and it will be worth 
your while to not disappoint me, for I mean 
to kiil you all should you fail.” 

Alarmed at the warning that had been 
received so often, Mr. Grossfeid hurried to 
the Chicago avenue station and had a con- 
ference with Inspector Healy. It was ar- 
ranged that several detectives accompany 
him, and shortly after 8,o'clock Mr. Gross- 
feld, carrying two packages, waited at the 


crossing. 

Boys Walk Into Ambush. 
The detectives, dressed as laborers, hurried 
to the scene in an automobile and so that 
they might be ready in case of emergency 
made it appear that something had gone 
wrong with the machine. Detectives Welin- 
reich and Zeis leaped from the car and were 
oiling it when they saw Mr. Grossfeld halted 
by Rudolph. 
‘‘Have you got the money?’ asked the 
youthful robber, as he placed a revolver 
close to his victim’s side. “I want to get” 
away from here.”’ 
As soon as he obtained the package he 
started on a wild run for Austin avenue, and 
Detective Weinreich gave chase. Despite 
the shouts of the pursuing detective Rudolph 
attempted to escape, but fell at the second 
shot, the bullet piercing his left lung. He 
was placed in thé automobile and hurried 
to the Passavant hospital. 
When his cousin was taken to the hospital 
morgue in the patrol wagon he was startled 
for a minute to learn that Rudolph was 
dead. 
‘So that’s the poor sucker,”’ he exclaimed 
when the body was uncovered. ‘‘ Well, he 
is whole lot better off now than he ever was, 
for he was a bad boy, and had led many of us 
astray.”” He was silenced by Inspector 
Healy and conveyed to the station. 


Received Communion Together. 
Hasse said that he and his cousin had re- 
ceived their first communion last Easter 
Sunday and that this was the first wrong act 
they had ever committed. 

“I am not to blame, because Rudolph put 
me up tq it,” Said Hasse. ‘ Last Monday 
Rudolph told me of the letter and then said 
he could scare the old gent by telephoning 
that we would kill him ff he didn’t bring the 
coin with him.

When 
Rudolph ran he was shot, and I went to the 
show, where I met my mother.”’

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DEATH STRIP LAID T0 ARNOLD 


Commissioner Hanberg Says En- 
gineer Made Fatal Car Pians. 


ALDERMEN STILL IN DOUBT. 


Unable to Agree on Blame or Form- 
ulate a New Policy

*“ Who ts to blame for the * strip of death ’ 
between the new street car tracks in which 
twenty-five persons have been killed? ”’ 
That is the question which the city coun- 
cil’s committee on local transportation de- 
liberated yesterday with the assistance of 
some of the public officials who accuse each 
other of the responsibility for the adoption 
of the death trap. 

Commissioner John J. Hanberg of the de- 
partment of public works charged the blame 
directly to Bion J. Arnold, chairman of the 
traction board of supervising engineers, and 
complained that Mr. Arnold had attempted 
unjustly to shoulder the responsibility upon 
the commisisoner of public works. He as- 
serted that Engineer Arnold drew the plans 
that provided for the fatal narrow space be- 
tween cars, but repudiated them when he 
faced public agitation aroused by the first 
casualties traceable to the strip of death. 


Weston Would Try Wider Space. 

Mr. Arnold was not present to defend him- 
self, but George Weston, the city’s represent- 
ative on the board of engineers, who also is 
assistant chief engineer and Mr. Arnold's 
right hand man, recommended that an ex- 
periment with a wider space between cars be 
made. Then it would be possible to compare 
the casualties resulting from the present 
narrow strip with the casualties of the wider 
space and determine by actual experience 
which is preferable from the standpoint of 
the greatest public safety. 
The committee was unable either to fix the 
blame for existing conditions or to decide 
upon a definite policy. Further consideration 
of the problem, therefore, was postponed 
until Mr. Arnold, whois in New York, returns 
to the city, when a conference with Mayor 
Busse and the street railway officials will be 
held. 


Hanberg Replies to Arnold. 
Commissioner Hanberg placed his position 
before the committee fn writing, but he was 
on hand in person and he visibly was smart- 
ing under Engineer Arnold's recent implica- 
tion that the commissioner of public work 
might have prevented the creation of the 
strip of death by withholding approval of 
the rehabilitation plans. 

‘As chairman of the board of supervising 
engineers,” he said, “‘ Mr. Arnold partici- 
pated in establishing the narrow track cen- 
ter. In that same capacity. he prepared, 
signed, and put into effect specifications for 
narrow track ce.ters. Not for three months 
afterward did he awake to the danger which 
might arise from this standard, and if my 
memory served me his awakening then was 
significantly coincident with some public 
agitation. 

Still Approved Narrow Space. 

“Having thus put himself on record as 
favoring a wider space, he has for two years

The eommittee then plunged fnto a conflict 
between two delegations of Kenwood and 
Hyde Park residents, one advocating and the 
other objecting to the proposed street car line 
in Lake avenue, between Forty-seventh and 
Fifty-fifth streets. Most of the delegation 
hailing from north of Fifty-first street were 
bitterly opposed to the line, while those south 
of that street favored it. The objectors were 
represented by Attorney Nathan William 
MacChesney, who displayed photographs to 
prove that an exclusive residence district 
north of Fifty-first street would be ruined 
by the introduction of street cars. 

“Between Fifty-first and Fifty-fifth 
streets,’’ he said, ‘* the property is occupied 
chiefly by cheap business concerns, saloons, 
laundries, etc. From Forty-seventh to Fif- 
ty-firet streets it is a fine residence street 
flanked by houses costing from $40,000 to 
$100,000. It would be an outrage to bring 
street cars into this last stronghold of exclu- 
sive homes.”’ 

President Francis Harper of the Wood- 
lawn Improvement association spoke in fa- 
vor of the line, and Vice President Norton 
of the Kenwood Improvement association 
against it. Ald. Long and McCoid of the 
Sixth ward were against it, and Ald. Snow 
and Merriam of the Seventh ward inclined 
to favor it. The committee finally decided 
to accept the invitation of the interested par- 
ties to go out In automobiles and inspect the 
affected territory before considering the 
proposition further.

Saratoga Springs, N. Y., June 23.—[{Spe- 
cial.J—William Verplanck Birney, a New 
York artist with international reputation, 
died suddenly tonight while running his au- 
temobile with Mrs. Birney seated beside him. 
She, too, narrowly escaped death. Her hus-

| 80 quickly that he made no outcry. It was 
not until the auto with the dead man at the 
steering wheel swerved sharply and headed 
for a deep ditch that Mrs. Birney realized 
something was wrong. 

In the instant left her before leaping to 
save her own life she glanced at her hus- 
band. Brief as the time was, it sufficed to 
carry to her mind the terrible truth that she 
was riding beside a dead man in a machine 
that was beyond control. The wheels were 
on the edge of the ditch when, with a 
scream in. which grief and terror blended, 
Mrs. Birney leaped and fell in the road. 
Before she could regain her feet the auto- 
mobile turned turtle in the ditch and was 
wrecked. 


Widow Escapes Serious Injury. 

Beside the wrecked auto lay the body of 
her husband. The cries of Mrs. Birney 
brought assistance. Physicians were sum- 
moned hurriedly. They examined the body 
of the artist. After they had assured them- 
selves that Birney was dead they turned their 
attention to Mrs. Birney. She had escaped 
with a few bruises. 

She was hysterical from _ grief, however, 
and the services of the physicians were re- 
quired to quiet her. They found {it almoet 
impossible to convince hNer that her husband 
with whom she had been riding and chatting 
only a few minutes before was dead. Sym- 
pathizing friends took her to her hotel. 


Victim a Portrait Painter. 
Wilidm Verplanck Birney was a genre 
painter and painter of portraits. He lived at 
58 West Fifty-seventh street in New York 
City. He was 51 years of age and a son of 
Gen. William B. Birney and a grandson of 
James G. Birney, the abolitionist and free 
soil candidate for president. 

He was born in Cincinnat! and studied art 
in Boston, Philadelphia, and Munich. He had 
been a resident of New York since 1884 and 
was an instructor in Cooper institute for 
three years. 

His works were exhibited at the world’s 
fairs in Paris, Chicago, and St. Louis. At 
the St. Louis fair he won a bronze medal. He

ASSERTS JUDSON 
OPPOSES FOSTER, 


Dr. Myers Thinks University 
President Is with Him in 
Fight to Oust Professor. 


Secretary of Trustee Board De- 


clares the Case Will Be Dis- 
cussed, but Dropped. 


Ignoring the many statements from mem- 
bers of the faculty of the Untversity of Chi- 
cago that efforts to oust Prot. George B. Fos- 
ter from the Midway institution will be futile, 
the Rev. Johnston Myers will keep op his 
fight, which he admits he is waging almost 
gione, to secure the retirement of the author 
of “ The Function of Religion.” Dr. Myers 


stated yesterday that the reason he was en- 


couraged was that President Harry Pratt 
Judson was with him. 


“Dr. Judson has not pledged himself in #0 


many words to work for Prof. Foster's ex- 


pulsion,”’ said Dr. Myers, “ but I can tell from 
the tone of the letter he wrote to me that he 
is strongly opposed to Prof. Foster’s views.” 


He refused to give out the text of the letter. 

“I don’t feel at liberty to divulge the con- 
tents,” heexplained. “ The words were writ- 
ten by Dr. Judson himself and not dictated 
to a stenographer. For that reason I con- 
sider them to be confidential, and I shall not 
quote from them unless I am forced to. 

“It ought to be understood that I did not 
solicit the reply of the untversity president. 
It was not a case of answering something I 
had written to him. I donot mind telling the 
idea expressed. 


Judson to Bring Up Case. 
‘President Judson told me he was decided- 
ly against Dr. Foster, and would bring his 
case up before the trustees. He referred, of 
course, to Foster’s religious opinions. 
did not mention how he stood with regard 
to the professor remaining on the téaching 
force.”’ 

“ As far as the university is concerned, the 
Foster case will lie dormant for the present 
generation,”’ said Doctor T. W. Goodspeed, 
secretary of the board of trustees. ‘* The 
board will undoubtedly discuss the case, but 
the outeome can be predicted right now. 
There is not the slightest bit of objection to 
Dr. Foster remaining on the teaching force. 

“There probably is not one of the mem- 
bers who agrees with him in his views, but 
as we dut here have tried so often to empha- 
size we are not inclined to censor the opin- 
ions of a faculty member. And, least of 
all, do we intend to compel him to remain a 
Baptist. It seems hard to make some people 
understand this, but it’s the truth.” 

Judge Jesse A. Baldwin, of the board of 
trustees, consented to talk on the case, and 
the tenor of his words was that of Dr. Good- 
speed’s statement. 

He denied vigorously that the university 
would suffer from a result of the warfare 
against Prof. Foster. 


Judge Baldwin Surprised. 

“The university draws its students from 
all denominations,”’ he insisted. ‘‘ Dr. Myers 
is wrong in thinking we depend on Baptist 
etudents. The heads of the institution want 
it known primarily as a university of broad, 
unbiased teaching. They do not wish to re- 
strict any one’s ideas. I am surprised that 
Dr. Judson wrote the letter the Rev. Mr. 
Myers says he did.” 

President Judson’s stand is felt to be favor- 
able for the retention of Prof. Foster, accord- 
ing to instructors at the Midway. It is re- 
called by them that he refused to make any 
statement when asked what he would say 
to an inquiry by Dr. Myers. 

They believe that when it comes time 
en official statement of the university’s atti- 
tude, he will say something decidedly différ- 
ent from what Dr: Myers declared was con- 
tained in the letter written to him. 


Doubts Reported Opposition. 

“President Judson probably would not 
have used those words had he expected they 
would be used as representing his official at- 
titude in the affair,’’ said one member of the 
faculty. ‘‘ Besides I can't see why Dr. Myers 
should be so encouraged. Opposing a man’s 
views and opposing his being on the faculty 
are quite different. 

“President Judson, I think, willnot take 
the matter up with the trustees unless he is so 
requested. He probably will make a state- 
ment exactly in line with what others of the 
professors have taken the liberty to state as 
their attitude.”’ 

President Judson is attending the Baptist 
northern convention in Portland, Ore., and 
will not be back in Chicago before Aug. 1. 
At that time Martin A. Ryerson, president 
of the board of trustees, also will return, and 
the body will be ready to meet. 


SECRET. SERVICE MEN PLAY

Too Wary to Be Led Into a Trap, 
They Induce Supposed Guide to 
Blacken His Face. 


P. G. Drautzburg and Lawrence Richey, 
secret service operatives, who were recently 
fired upon from ambush, are puzzled over 
what they believe was an effort to lead them 
to a place where they might be successfully 
attacked. 

Edward Sergott, who had been arrested 
on a charge of impersonating a secret service 
officer following a raid that resulted in the 
arrest of Clifford Smith for counterfeiting, 
entered the secret service bureau last Mon- 
day and asked for Drautzburg and Richey. 

Sergott said he understood the operatives 
were trying to find the men who were en- 
gaged in making $5 counterfeits that are in 
circulation- in Chicago.

Accused of Extortion. 


BOMB EXPLOSION IN CASE. 


Latest Charge Expected to Affect Union 
Election Saturday. 


The June grand jury voted an additional 
indictment yesterday against Martin | B. 
(“ Skinny *’) Madden, president of the A&8so0- 
ciated Building Trades, and M. J. Boyle, as- 
sistant business agent of the electrical work- 
ers’ union. They are charged with conspiracy 
to extort money from Ieaac Ettelson, a 
clothing merchant at Wells and Kinzie 
streete. Their bonds were fixed at $5,000, 
which they probably will furnish today. 
State’s Attorney Wayman examined the 
witnesses and the grand jury voted the in- 
dictment within thirty minutes from the 
time the hearing was begun. 

It is declared that this action will have 
far reaching effect, eapecially in respect to 
Boyle, who on Saturday night is to come up 
for retlection as assistant business agent 
of his union. Under the circumstances union 
men predict that the labor leader will be 
defeated and his position given to a man 
who has no connection with the Madden 
policies. 

Madden, Boyle, and Fred A. Pouchot were 
found guilty recently in Judge McSurely’s 
court of conspiracy to extort money from 
contractors. 


Accused of Demanding $250. 


The last indictment against Madden and 
Boyle charges that the two men attempted to 
get $250 from Ettelson to call off a strike on 
a building he was constructing on the north 
side. According to the testimony, Ettelson 
refused to pay over the money demanded, 
and his building was wrecked by a dynamite 
bomb thrown. by some mysterious person or 
persons. 
It is said a stranger approached Bttel- 
son and told him the men who were em- 
ployed on the construction of his new build- 
ing were not members of a labor organiza- 
tion, and that they would have to quit work 
or there would be trouble. The clothier was 
advised to “ go and see ‘Skinny’ Madden.” 
Ettelson says he failed to pay any attention 
to the advice. The stranger appeared a sec- 
ond time, 4d after some conversation 
again warnéd Ettelson to “ see Madden.” 
The clothing merchant declared he paid no 
attention to the matter until a dynamite 
bomb waa thrown into his store at Wells 
and Kinzie streets, virtually wrecking the 
place. He then decided that he had better 
“see Madden,” as the mysterious stranger 
had advised. 

Finds Leaders in Saloon. 
He inquired as to the best manner of find- 
ing the leader of the building trades union 
and was instructed to go to Powers & 
Gilbert's saloon. There, he said, he was 
conducted to a back room, where he found 
Madden and Boyle seated atatable. —

BOSS STRIKEBREAKER FELLED 
BY A FORMER SUBORDINATE. 


Joseph Farley at First Denies His 
Identity—Seamen Report Lake Com- 
merce Handicapped. 


Strikebreaker Joseph Farley had a falling 


out with a former subordinate last night and 
was felled by a blow witha baseball bat. The 
row took place in a saloon at 149 Madison 
Street. Farley refused to give the police a 
description of his assailant, said to be James 
Mullaney. 

When the police arrived Farley gave the 
name of J. W. King, 311 East Thirty-sixth 
street, New York City, and said he was stop- 
ping at the Grand Pacific hotel. He said he 
fell on the sidewalk and his head struck on 
the pavement. His wound was not serious 
and he returned to the hotel, after teHing the 
police his story. 

Detectives, however, recognized Farley in 
the saloon and he did not deny his identity to 
them. Farley gained notoriety throughout 
the country because of his efforts to break up 
strikes among street car employés. It has 
been hig part to take charge of the first car 
to leave the barne in a strike. 

Only 50 per cent of the fleet of the Lake 
Carriers’ association is in commission at the 
present time, according to reports received 
by general secretary Victor A. Olander of 
the Lake Seamen's unlon.

Officials of the Lake Carriers’ association 
denied the strike had crippled the service, 
declaring lack of business was the cause of 
the large fleet being out of commission.

June 23.—[Special.]—Miss Mary 
Harriman, the eldest daughter of E. H. Har- 
riman, has taken one of her father's Erie 
ferry boats and turned it into a ‘“‘ man o’ 
peace,”’ to fight tuberculosis. She has pre- 
sented the boat to the Brooklyn committee 
fer thé prevention of tuberculosis and the 
Brookly Red Cross society. 

It will become a part of the Red Cross navy 
July 1, when its flag will fly over the an- 
chorage off of Columbia street, Brooklyn. 

Hammocks apd steamer chairs, besides 
other conveniences for out in the air sleep- 
ing, will be arranged for the accommoda- 
tion of 300 men. women, and children. Three 
meals a Guy will. be served on the boat, and 
between the meals the patients will get all 
of the milk and eggs they are able to eat.

Thirty-eight Graduates to Wear 
Dresses of Own Make. 


LEARN, THEN DO THE WORK. 


Papils of D.S. Wentworth School Unite 
in Big Undertaking. 


If some girls spend their lives in planning 
for their wedding trousseaux, others at least 
spend a year in making ready their graduat- 
ing outfits. 

This is the exact le#gth of time which the 
thirty-eight swee girl graduates from the 
D. 8S. Wentworth schoo: have spent in pre- 
paring the costumes in which they\ will ap- 
pear before their surprised parents at their 
graduation this evening. With the first sew- 
ing 
their instructress, Miss Margaret J. Markey, 
they began to take measurements for the 
first article made toward this complete out- 
fit. The graduating “‘trousseau”’ for the 
Wentworth school consists in a complete 
outfit for one occasion, all made by the girl 
who is to wear it, and the underwear re- 
ceived as much careful attention as the gown 
and its sash. 


Begin with the Rudiments. 

In the first lesson they learned something 
about the science of taking measurements. 
and in the lesson following they learned how 
to cut a pattern from the measurements 
taken. From the pattern they next cut the 
material iteclf, and baeted it, and tried it on. 
One girl fitted the garment of another, so 
that the work does represent the skil! of the 
pupils, unassisted by instructress, except in 
teaching theories. 

By April the underwear was completed. 
and the gown itself was attacked. Many 
tender and sentimental stitches went into 
the composition of those frocks. 

‘*] shall keep mine always,” was the sen- 
timent expressed by each and every hard 
working young pupil. ‘‘ And when I have 
little girls of my own, they too shall graduate 
in this same frock.” 


Detail of the Dress. 

The dress is of white flaxon, a new material 
of a finish similar to that of handkerchief 
linen, It is made with a guimpe of the same 
material and with the bodice and the skirt 
in one long jumper suit. The waist is en- 
circled with a sash of soft white satin ribbon.

congress meets in the regular session next 


December. 
The news of the intention of the President 
_ g@nd Secretary Knox with respect to the diplo- 
matic appointments leaked out today after it 
became known that Mr. Taft had selected 
Lauritz S. Swenson of Minneapolis, for- 
merly minister to Denmark, for service as 
the minister to Cuba. The two posts which 
have givgn the president and Secretary 
Knox espéelal concern are those at Havana 
end Peking. The present Cuban minister is 
Edwin D. Morgan of New York. 

Mr. Morgan has had considerable diplo- 
matic experience, and has a’ great many in- 
fluential political friends. He. was secre- 
tary of the commission appointed by the 
United States, Great Britain, and Germany 
to make an investigation of the ugly situation 
which developed in Samoa when the islands 
of that group were under the tripartite con- 
tro] of the powers named. As a result of the 
work of this commission Samoa was divided 
between Germany and the United States. 


Morgan May LoseAll Place. 

Mr. Morgan was rewarded by the appoint- 
ment as secretary of the embassy at St. 
Petersburg and then transferred to Corea, 
where his attitude in connection with pro- 
tecting American interests earned for him 
the commendation of this government. He 
subsequently was made minister to Corea, 
and when the United States recognized the 
Japanese protectorate over that kingdom as 
a result of the war between Russia and 
Japan Mr. Morgan was transferred to Cuba. 

Mr. Taft has been anxious to get a strong 
man for the service in Cuba. Up to thistime 
it has been considered advisable to have a 
representative who would not in any way in- 
terfere with Cuban administration, even to 
the extent of offering advice. Mr. Morgan 
has carried out the wishes of the Washington 
authorities with the most scrupulous care. 
The new Ameriean minister, however, will be 
required to pursue a different policy. It is 
the desire of the president that the Amert- 
can agent shall do everything he properly 
can to uphold the authority of the govern. 
ment agents in compelling the natives to 
hg anything that looks like interference 
with its independence of action. “ 

During tne last two weeks the president 
has had several conferences with men who 
have been in Cuba in regard to the situation 
in the island, and they have predicted that 
trouble would break out within three months. 
Mr. Taft is not so pessimistic. He realizes 
that a third occupation will assume per- 
manent form. He désires to avoid anything

Upon the slate fixed up}y the president and 
Secretary: Knox there are the names of 
Charles Page Bryan of Chicago, who’ will 
go to Brussels, and Spencer Eddy. also of 
Chicago, who will continue as the accredited 
representative of the United States to Rou- 
mania. Bryan will succeed Henry Lane Wil- 
son, who will be promoted to the grade of 
ambassador and assigned either to Mexico 
or Brazil, probably the former. David B. 
Thompson,,who has rendered excellent serv- 
ice as ambassador at Mexico City, will retire 
from the service. 

Bryan now is in Lisbon and willl remain 
there until his transfer to Brussels, when he 
will proceed to that city and present his cre- 
dentials to King Leopold. This mission has 
become important-as a result of the agita- 
tion in the United States for improvement in 
the condition of. the natives in the Congo 
Free State in Africa, which has been annexed 
by Belgium. The state department is pur- 
fuing the policy.of the last administration 
in seeking to end the practice of the govern- 
ment, and, to secure results, must display 
feliver so much rubber monthly in lieu of a 
money tax. Mr. Bryan will have to conduct 
the negotiatious with the Belgian govern- 
ment in the tsland, at the same time avoia- 
tact and judgment. 

Mr. Eddy has desired a transfer from 
Roumania, but it is understood that the 
president and Secretary Knox have decided 
that he must fill this mission or retire from 
the service. He wastransferred to Roumania 
from Argentina last February, but on ac- 
count of illnessin his family has not assumed 
duty at Bucharest. 

Could Aid Roumanian Jews. 

While in Russia as secretary of the em- 
bassy, Mr. Eddy made an excellent report 
upon Jews. Roumania has a Jewish ques- 
tion similar to that tn Russia, and when John 
Hay was secretary of state he addressed a 
vigorous remonstrance to that government 
with a view to the amelioration of the condi- 
tions of the people of this race. 

Mr. Eddy's Russian report has been re- 
ceived with bad grace in official circles in 
Roumania. At the same time no objection 
has been made to his reception as American 
minister, so that in the opinion of the admin- 
istration there is no reason why he should 
not proceed to his post. He may find at first 
some awkwardness existing in his relations 
with the Roumanian officials, but his tact is 
relied upon to relieve him of any embarrass- 
ment 

Robert Bacon will not succeed Henry White 
&s the ambassador to France until Jan. 1 
next. Upon the same date Whitelaw Reid 
Will be supeseded as ambassador to Great 
Britain. David Jayne Hill of New York 
will remain for some time longer as the am- 
bassador to Gérmany. 

Since the declination of Frederick A. De- 
lano of Chicago, president of the Wabash 
railroad, of the appointment as minister to 
China, the president has not decided upon 
any man forthe place. Delano has been here 
for the last few days, and a report was pub- 
lished this morning that he had been asked 
to give a reconsideration to the matter. It 
Was asserted emphatically at the state de- 
partment that Mr. Delano had had his ohance 
and would not have another. Nor is it likely 
Mr. Delano wants it, in view of the positive 
nature of his refusal and of his explanation 
to the president and Mr. Knox as to what 
impelled him to take this course, 


Fairbanks Declines London Post. 

In connection with the London embassy the 
President wants to name a man who can 
uphold the dignity of the United States with- 
out the extravagant display which has been 
the case In recent years in the English cap- 
ital. This was one of the important reasons 
which influenced him to offer the position 
to Charles W. Eliot. former president of 
Harvard university. 

It has been suggested that former Vice 
President Charles W. Fairbanks might be 
appointed, but all speeculation in this con- 


nection has been settled by Mr. Fairbanks.

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10 INDICT SUGAR TRUST MEN 


Federal Jury Completes Hearing 
on Alleged Conspiracy. 


HIGH OFFICIAIS AIMED AT, 


President Taft and Attorney General 
Are Interested in Prosecution. 


Washington, D. C., June 23.—[Special.]}— 
Indictments’ against those responsible for 
the sugar trust's absorption of the Pennsyi- 
vania Sugar Refining company, the trust's 
threatening rival in Philadelphia, are to be 
returned Friday by the federal grand jury, 
now sitting in New York. This was an- 
nounced uncfiiclally but authoritatively to- 
day at the department of justice: It was 
added the indictments are to be only the 
forerunners of others which will bewaimed 
at the officials of the sugar trust. The gov- 


termination to get at the men “ higher up.” 


Other Prosecutions Later, 

The decision to attack the sugar trust for 
its action in putting the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Refining company out of business, was 
reached after a number of conferences be- 
tueen the president and Attorney General 
Wickersham. Other prosecutions will come 
later. These will be based on indictments for 
sugar weighing frauds at the port of New 
York, and according to a high official in the 
department these indictments will be forth- 
coming in October. 

The indictments to be issued on the day 
after tomorrow will be served promptly and 
eas quickly as possible the cases will be 
brought to trial. Officials of the department 
of justice would not intimate who are to be 
indicted, but it is said emphatically that not 
only the men who actually undertook the 
work of closing the Pennsylvania concern 
will be attacked but also the higher officials 
who gave the orders that brought about the 
shutting down of the plant. 


Wickersham Directs Case. 

The attorney general has given the case his 
personal attention. He has paid several vis- 
its to New York, where it is understood he 
looked carefully over the ground. Other offi- 
cials of the department also have been in 
New York recently, and two special agents 
have been working up evidence. In view of 
this activity it is understood that a strong 
case has been made against the trust. 


REALTY MEN MEET IN DETROIT; 
HALSEY DENOUNCES GRAFTERS 


Chicagoan Urges. Law to Curb Opera- 
tions of “Get Rich Quick” Dealers, 
Who Hurt Legitimate Business. 


Detroit, Mich., June 23.—‘ I would recom- 
mend an agency similar to certain commer- 
cial agencies to be organized by this national 
association to eventually rid this business 
of irresponsible dealers and ‘ get rich quick’ 
land schemes,” said Executive Secretary Ed- 
ward A. Halsey of Chicago to the convention 
of the National Association of Real Estate 
Exchanges in his annual address and report 
here this afternoon. 

Continuing, Mr. Halsey deplored the exist- 
ence of so many irresponsible real estate 
dealers and schemes, and recommendéd that 
the organization take drastic action to se- 
cure legislation against them. Reports of 
officers and preliminary business occupied 
all’of today’s sessions. 3 

WwW. W. Hannan of Detroit, who, according 
to a rather general sentim among the 
members, will be the next president of the or- 
ganization, gave an address on *‘ Organiza- 
tion,”’ and presented the possibilities for 
usefulness of such a national oyganization as 
this one, formed a year ago in Chicago. 

“Tt remains but for the real estate man to 
place himself in a position of dignity and im- 
portance in his community and in his coun- 
try,’ said Mr. Hannan. “ This can only be 
accomplished by organization. It can only 
be accomplished by that sort of organization 
which will eliminate from the recognized 
ranks of the profession that element which

AMERICANS DROWN ABROAD 


Tourists, Caught in Gale, Lose 
Lives on Lake Killarney. 


SINK WITH AID AT HAND. 


|) Men Support Three Women Until Ex- 
hausted; Two Boatmen Saved. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CORK, Ireland, June 23.—Five American 
and four English tourista, with two native 
boatmen, were drowned today when their 
boat was swamped on Lake Killarney. The 
Americans who were drowned were: 
Hilton, Mrs. A. A., and son, Tacoma, Wash. 
Loughead, Robert ©. and wife, Boston, Mass. 
Cotum, Miss M. &., Massachusetts. 

The party left Killarney this morning’ to 
make a tour of the gap of Dunloe. As they 
were returning they encountered a gale. 
Their boat, a large four oared yawl, was wa- 
terlogged. a 

Boatmen Brave Storm. 

Other boats that were out at the time did 
not venture to face the gale, but altered their 
course and made for Ross. The boat that 
was ewamped held its course in the teeth 
of the gale, and it is assumed that after a 
time the boatmen found they could not make 
progress. Then they attempted to come 
about to make for shelter and the boat was 
caught broadside by wind and sea and cap- 
sized. 

As the boat did not arrive at Killarney, 
searchers were sent out long after the hour 
it was due there. These men saw three men 
and two women clinging to an overturned 
boat. As the rescures neared them one man, 
who, it was afterwards learned, was a Lon- 
don clergyman, sank. 

The other men were seen trying to hold 
up the women, but the latter sank before aid 
could reach them. The two men remaining 
turned out to be boatmen. When they were 
rescued they were in an exhausted condition 
and unable to describe the accident clearly. 


Two Victims Known in Boston. 

Boston, Mass., June 23.—Two of the per- 
sons drowned today in Lower Killarney lake 
undoubtedly are Robert C. Loughead, head 
of the teaming firm of C. Butler & Co. of this 
city, and Mrs. Loughead. 

The Lougheads are promirent residents of 
Charlestown and are well known in Metho- 
dist church circles. Loughead was 57 years 
of age and his wife 47. They left here on 
April 22 for a tour of the British isles. 

They have two children, Charlies W., an 
instructor at Wesleyan academy, Wilbra- 
ham, and a daughter, Miss Sibyl, aged 17, 
who wilh be graduated tomorroW from the 
Girls’ Latin school in Boston. 


Tacoma Victim Society Woman.

There is no doubt but that there is a 
growing tendency to omit Christian training, 
both moral and theological, from American 
institutions of learning of all grades. This

unless we inculcate Christian principles in 
our young men and young women. 


Christianity Guide to Nation. 

‘A Christian nation: must be guided by 
Christian principles; and if it is to be so 
guided these principles must be inculcated 
in its people, They may be taugbt either in 
the home or in the school. 

“But in teo many homes there is insuffi- 
clent knowledge to teach them, or indiffer- 
énce to them, or supposed lack of time. The 
home, then; leaves such training to the 
school] and the school neglects it. 

‘I pelieve religious training is necessary to 
a proper development of the country's youth. 

** Well’ rounded education is the greatest 
thing to be sought after; education which 
omits religious and religious treining is not 
well rounded or complete, It is like a human 
body without an arm or without a leg. In 
my mind the relgious part of a man’s educa- 
tion is the most important of all. There is 
no clash between religion and science. 

“ Revealed religion and science both come 
from God—both are necessary before 4 man 
can call himself truly educated. And if re- 
ligion be taught at all, H must be taught with 
ecience in the school.” 
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Religion Part of Curriculum. 

In response to a question Cardinal Gibbons 
said he believed religion, both In the matter 
of morals and theology, should be made a 
part of the regular schoo! curriculum, 

*“ Would it be possible, in your opinion, to 
arrange such a course as would be accept- 
able to the varied denominations of religion 
in a cosmopolitan population such as that 
of New York?" he was asked. 

“ Now you open a subject which cannot be 
discussed or settled for a few minutes,”’ he 
said. ‘‘ Undoubtedly, it is a great problem 
how best to arrange this, but I believe it 
could be done. My own theory would be a 
system of denominational! schools under the 
supervision of the state, supported, as are 
public schools, by the community. 

‘Each denomination would have charge 
of the religious training In the schools of Its 
own denomination, but the state would have 
supervision over all. This would obviate a 
dispute among the denominations ae to the 
teaching ef any particular tenet, each to 
teach its young people according to its own 
faith.

House Expected to Yield. 

On the whole, therefore, the senate stood 
by its committee much more strorgly than 
Was the case in the house, and the natural 
tendency would be for the house rather than 
the senate to make the concessions. A good 
guess, however, would be that the conference 
committee firally will agree on a rate of $1.25 
for rough lumber, which is splitting the 
difference between the two houses. 

On this basis, which will be a reduction of 
75 cents pee thousand feet from the pregent 
rate, there probably will be increased impor- 
tations and more revenue for the govern- 
ment.

Washington, D. C., June 23.—Without a 
sign of speech the senate began voting on 
the lumber schedule as soon as a quorum had 
been procured. The first vote was on an 
amendment. by Senator McCumiber propos- 
ing thé rate of $1 per thousand on sawed 
lumber instead of the rate decitied upon by 
the finance committee, which was $1.50 per 
thousand. The committee was sustained, 44 
to 24. The next test came on the proposition 
to make a rate of $1.25 per thousand on lum-

Root Pleads for Cubans. 


Opposing what he regarded as the “ enor- 
mous increase of duty on pineapples,’’ Sen- 
ator Root referred to the relations of this 
country with Cuba, saying they were such as 
should influence the national policy in the 
laying of tariff duties on Cuban products. 

Under the treaty of 1908, he said, the ex- 
ports of this country to Cuba had increased 
from $27,000,000 to $47,000,000, or 84 per cent

country. 

Our imports from Cuba, Mr. Root s&id, had 
increased in those years but 9 per cent, and 
he thought that was a fair showing of in- 
crease in trade in favor of this country.

By 34 to 30 Senator Taliaferro’s amendment 
increasing the duty on pineapples then was 
adopted.

Coal Schedule Concluded. 


Unexpectedly to itself, the senate later con- 
cluded its consideration of the coal schedule. 
The finance committee, through Mr. Aldrich, 
reported an amendment fixing the duty on 
bituminous coal and shale at 60 cents per 
ton; on coal slack or culm at 15 cents per 
ton; coke and compositions used for fuel at 
20 per cent ad valorem. A drawback equal 
to the duty is allowed vessels in the foreign 
trade. 

This scale, Mr. Aldrich explained, was a 
reduction of 7 cents a ton/on coal under the 
house rate. The amendment, he said; also 
left out the house reciprocity provision. He 
did not believe, however, that* the house 
would remove its duty on coal even # the 
reciprocity provision were ieft in the bill. 
Explaining at length the manner in which 
the coal duty bore upon the different sec- 
tions of the country, he said to remove the 
duty would injure the Wyoming and West 
Virginia interests.

The companies are paying heavy taxes on 
their gross income in the several) states in 
which they to businéss and the proposed cor- 
poration tax will directly impose an addition- 
al burden on the thrift of the policyholders. 
On their behalf we urge the exemption of 
life insurance companies from the proposed 
corporation tax. We are writing to you 
setting forth our reasons therefor.”’

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Youth Tells Dramatic Story of 
. Killing Sister’s Abductor. 


ADMIT GIRL’S TESTIMONY. 


Michael Pacellani Swears He Feared 
Serino Would Kill Him. 


The first ‘‘ unwritten law "’ case to be tried 
in the Criminal court was begun yesterday 
before Judge Kersten. Michael Paceljani, 19 
years old, told a dramatic story of killing 
Frank Serino, who had eloped with his sis- 
ter to New York. 

Despite the hot weather the courtroom was 
crowded with spectators. Pacellani and his 
sister, Mrs. Josie Fresso, were the principal 
witnesses. Both testified virtually to the same 
facts, and jurors and spectators shed tears 
at the recital of the young girl's wrongs. 

“My sister disappeared suddenly in 
March,” said Pacellani. “I found her with 
Serino at the home of his uncle in New York. 
He threatened to kill me, and said he had my 
sister, and was going to keep her. 


Persuaded to Return Here. 
“TI told him I would pay all the expenses 
back to Chicago if he would come home with 
sister. He consented and we started 


“ When we reached Chicago, we walked 
down Dearborn street. At Sixteenth street 
he took hold of my sister’s arm and called 
her a bad name. I ‘remonstrated with him, 
and he reached for his hip pocket. 

“*T’ll fix you right now, you-——’ he said. 

“I thought he was going to killme. I drew 
my revolver and fired at himthreetimes. He 
fell over and I was arrested.”’ 

Mrs. Fresso, who is only 17 years old, told 
of the trip to New York. She said Serino 
had lured her to New York by declaring her 
husband had another wife. 

** He showed me a revolver and threatened 
to kill me,’’ she said. ‘‘ In New York he took 
me to a house and locked me ina room. He 
kept me there several! days before my brother 
came. Then we came back to Chicago.” 


Prosecutor Accuses Attorney. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barrett cross- 
examined both witnesses, but failed to shake 
their testimony. He accused Attorney 
Charles E. Erbstein of concocting the testi- 
mony and angry words passed between the 
lawyers. 

The prosecutor attempted to have Mrs. 
Fresso’s story ruled out because, he said, 
it had nothing to do with the killing of Serino. 
He cited several rulings in the Thaw case, 
but Judge Kersten decided against him. 

** We are not trying the Thaw case,” said 
the court. 

Judge Kersten wanted to hold night ses- 
sions until the case was finished, but the 
attorneys declared the hearing probably 
would be concluded today.

‘HEIN LE BEAT LAW 


Dethroned Copper King’ s Aid 
Admits Books Were Hid- 
den from Officers. 


DODGED U. 8S. MARSHAL. 


Witness Refuses to Answer Some 
Questions Lest He Incrim- 
inate Himself. 


New York, June 23.—[Special.]—Surprise 
followed surprise in rapid succession during 
the trial today of Sanford Robinson before 
Judge Ray in the United States circuit court, 
on a charge of obstructing the administra- 
tion of justice. Robinson's alleged offense 
was in connection with the disappearance 
of the books of the United Copper company, 
wanted by United States Attorney Wise in 
bis grand jury investigation into the doings 
of F. A. Heinze’s Mercantile National bank, 
and in spiriting away Tracy Buckingham, a 
material witness, to Canada. 

The evidence for both sides was in when 
adjournment was taken late in the afternoon 
after the summing up of the case to goto the 
jury tomorrow, 

The first surprise came when it developed 
that Buckingham, former transfer agent of 
the United Copper company, who came back 
from Canada, and said he wished to tell the 
district attorney and grand jury all he knew, 
declined to answer any questions relating to 
the disappearance of the books of the com- 
pany, or to conversations with A. P. Heinze, 
on the ground he might incriminate or de- 
grade himself. 

Heinze’s Counsel Aids Witness. 

In taking this position he was represented 
by Julius Levy of Levy & Rosenthal, as 
counsel. This law firm has been among 
counsel for the Heinzes throughout the 
present United Copper case. Buckingham's 
recanting from the complete story he told 
the grand jury about how the United Copper 
books disappeared and how he himself hap- 
pened to go.to Canada moved Mr. Wise to 
remark about the “ fine Italian hand” of 
somebody at 74 Broadway, which is the office 
address of the copper company. 

But while Buckingham declined on con- 
stitutional grounds today to tell of any con- 
vergeation with A. P. Heinze he did accuse 
Robinson, who formerly was Heinze’s camp 
lawyer and who recently broke with his as- 
sociates, of telling him to keep out of sight 
when the United States deputy marshal 
awaited him outside the doors of the United 
Copper company with a subpcena compelling 
his attendance before the grand jury to tell 
what he knew about the missing books. 

Buckingham insisted Robinson knew it was 
a deputy marshal who was outside with a 
subpceena. In this his story was backed up 
by John McGurck, hall man in the offices of 
the United Copper company, who testified 
he went into the room where Robinson and 
Buckingham were talking, and told the for- 
mer a deputy manshal was outside with a 
subpcena. Buckingham, so he said, asked 
Robinson what he should do, and Robinson 
said to him, ** Don’t go.”’ 


Told to Evade Service. 

Then, according to Buckingham, Robinson 
told him not to come down on the following 
day, Saturday, May 22, or on the Monday 
following, but to telephone him. When Rob- 
inson was put on the stand for direct ex- 
amination he told a different story. He said 
he did not know the man outside was a 
deputy marshal, but believed him merely 
some office representative of Mr. Wise. 

Then Mr. Wise went at the witness, and in 
a few minutes made him admit that when he 
stood up in Judge Lacombe’s court and de 
clared dramatically that he knew nothing 
about the books of the United Copper com- 
pany he actually did know that one trunk of 
books had been shipped to Butte, and another 
had been delivered to the Jersey Central for 
disposal in some safe place in New Jersey, 
while a third had been stowed away some- 
where in New York. 


CHARLES H. MOYER GOES FREE.

A charge of embezzlement against Charles

On the first 
the jury stood ten for acquittal and two for 
conviction. On the second ballot a unanimous 
verdict of acquittal was reached. Ina few 
moments the jurors entered the courtroom 
and their verdict was made known. 

Klein leaped to his feet and attempted to 
thank the jurors, but was restrained, how- 
éver, until Judge Harris had adjourned court. 


Verdict Is Result of Doubt. 

From statements of members of the jury 
thelr verdict was reached because of a rea- 
sonable doubt of the intent of the accused to 
commit murder or manslaughter, rather 
than from the fact thet he was a soldier act- 
ing in line of duty, as contended by the de- 
fense. 

Assistant Attorney Mansfield, in the clos- 
ing argument for the defense last night, 
dwelt at length upon the status of members 
of the militia when called out for actual 
duty last fall at Springfield. 

He contended a verdict of guilty would be 
a blow at the life of the organization and 
make it hard in the future to maintain the 
militia. 


Claimed Klein Exceeded Orders. 

The ciosing address for the prosecution 
was delivered by State's Attorney Bert Miller 
of Kankakee county, whose contention was 
that Klein had exceeded his orders in tak- 
ing a life and that his act:was rash. 

Judge Harris delivered his instructions to 
the jury at 8:30 o’clock in the morning. 


DECIDES BATTLE FOR SHELLS. 


Court Rules in Favor of Philippines 
Government, Which Attached Lin- 
coln Park Collection. 


Judge Cutting of the Probate court yester- 
day rendered a decision in favor of the gov- 
ernment of the Philippines against the estate 
of José F. Quadras, which consisted of 20,000 
shelis collected in various parts of the world. 

Quadras wished to show his shells at the 
St. Louls exposition, but being without means 
applied to the government, and $1,800 was 


advanced. ‘The government was to have its |} 


choice of 1,800 of the shelis. 

After the exposition the shells were re- 
moved to the Academy of Sciences in Lincoln 
park. In the meantime Quadras died and his 
son claimed the estate. Attorney Louis J. 
Blum, however, brought attachment pro- 
ceedings on behalf of the government of the 
Philippines.
